Parties and Progress. 


For good or ill, England has adopted a 
system of. party government; but the 
general situation is changing. In the 
days of the two great parties, Whigs 
and Tories, or Liberals and Con- 
servatives, the voter was presented 
with a clear-cut choice and could 
record his vote in favour of a very definite 
policy. These conditions no longer operate. 
On the one hand, the Labour Party has 
cut right across the old two-party system, 
introducing, for the first time, an element 
of class war, Again, the party pro- 
grammes are beginning to be almost indis- 
tinguishable. “ Reduction of unemploy- 
ment“ improved housing, better 
education — these cries ‘are heard from 
every platform. The Labour Party, it js 
true, has put nationalisation of industry 
and the capital levy in the forefront of its 
policy; but a policy in office and a policy 
in opposition are different things. Every 
party accuses its opponents of “' stealing 
its thunder —the Liberal Party, perhaps, 
with more justice than the others. The 
result is that the British voter now is 
in something of a quandary. So far as he 
can see, the situation chiefly to be avoided 
is one in which no party has a majority 
over the other two combined. Such 
elements as personal popularity and 
organisation have more influence in 
the winning of votes than the name 
or particular shibboleths of the party. 
The result is that Parliament is now 
composed of three bodies, which are 
committed, severally and individually, to 
what is virtually the same line of action. 
The largest of these bodies calls itself the 
Government, and the other two, despite the 
fact that their objects are almost identical, 
unite to form the Opposition. The first 
duty of an Opposition is to oppose, ard so 
the party system is maintained. There 
arise, however, from time to time, policies 
to which no party is committed definitely, 
and the Government sometimes will call off 
its Whips and will leave the decision on. 
these questions to the unfettered discretion 
‘of the House. One such question will be 
debated in the House of Commons to-day 
when the Summer Time Bill will come up 
for report and third reading. 

Fortunately, there is every prospect that 
on this occasion the verdict of the House 
of Commons will represent the British 
community's characteristic, good sense and 
genius for compromise. The innovation 
of summer time has been experimental in 
Great Britain for ten years, but by virtue 
of the present Bill it will become a 
permanent institution, As the Bill stands, 
the dates fixed for the beginning and end- 
ing of summer time are the Sunday after 


after the first Saturday in October. The 


13th, passed through the Committee stage 
and was reported to the House without 
amendment. Afterwards, however, a for- 
midable opposition developed. A large 
body of farmers—especially in Scotland— 
objected that the summer time system im- 
posed, a financial burden on agriculture, 
j j ) . Jor fart : 
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the absolute i mding that the end 
of September shall remain as the closing

It has been 
proved to serve the greatest good of the 
greatest number, and experience has refuted 
various fears, including alleged injury to 
the health of the nation’s children. How 
much has not summer time added to the 
happiness of the Free State’s city-dwellers 
during the procession of golden days that 
has been with us since the beginning of 
June? . 1

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Commissioners’ Houses. 3 
“The social order is -based on the 
resignation of the poor, said Lamennais. 
Where the resignation of the humbler 
classes is over-taxed- the social fabric is 
endangered. ‘The slums. of Dublin. make 
rotten the foundation of the State. Every- 
thing that is done to relieve the conges- 
tion—to provide decent houses for families 
now dwelling in tenements—brings happi- 
ness to individuals and security to the 
community. Every family decently housed 
becomes a civic asset instead of a civic 
burden. The Dublin City Commissioners 
are seeking authorisation to borrow 
£100,000 for expenditure on the erection 
of houses for the working classes. Stock 
bearing interest. at 5 per cent. will be 
issued, and we doubt not that it will, be 
taken up promptly by persons who have 
money to invest and are attracted by the 
opportunity of helping their fellows and 
serving their city without incurring the 
risk attached to speculative enterprise. 
The Commissioners, by giving us good 
roads and building new suburbs, are 
transforming. the capital of the Free 
State. We begin to see around us 
the. material amenities which are taken 
for granted in all modern cities. If 
private enterprise would emulate the Com- 
missioners, and if many schemes like that 
which is housing, one firm’s employés 
happily at Crumlin were undertaken, the 
springs of prosperity would be loosened, 
and Dublin would renew its youth in the 
space of a few years. At the present rate 
of progress it will take almogt the life- 
time of a generation to provide al] the 
houses that Dublin needs; and it is sad to 
think of thousands of children, year by 
year for two decades more, being born 
in the sordid atmosphere of the tenements. 
It must be remembered, however, that we 
have passed through a period of abnormal 
depression, and we may hope that the 
efforts of the Commirsioners to set in 
motion’ a cumulative wave of activity will 
be successful, One aspect of the Commis- 
sioners policy calls for less favourable 
comment. The four schemes which are 
about to be undertaken all provide for the 
erection of new streets within an area 
already choked with brick and mortar. In 
these days of motor transport—facilitated 
by the Commissioners’ excellent high- 
ways—there ig no reason why new 
dwellings for the workers should not be 
placed in a pleasant rural environment, 
thus being made prettier and healthier, 
while sparing the existing city further 
congestion. It is proposed to turn Merrion 
square into a public park, and the plea 
is made that the poor children of the 
surrounding. neighbourhood have no play- 
ground, This is an evasive plea. If the 
city grows denser by the building of new 
streets in spaces which ought to be leit as 
fields or turned into parks, the children’s 
need for playing space will become more 
intense throughout the urban area. The 
Commissioners ought not. to spoil their 
good work by proceeding without a large 
and well considered plan. They can give 
us a Dublin which will be a source of 
pride to the nation if their energies are 
bent, not to patching the old city, but to 
the building of one new and spacious.

History in Stamps. 

' Collectors of postage stamps declare that 
their hobby teaches geography. Nowadays 
a stamp album might be used as a text 
book of history. Even the movements of 
fashion are illustrated in a modern 
collection. Visiting the Exhibition at 
Wembley, the Duke of York was shown 
portraits of the Royal Family preserved 
in a Coronation issue of Newfoundland 
stamps dated 1911, and was interested in 
the picture of himself, as a boy, wearing 
the juvenile fashion of the period. 
Formerly stamp designs tended to be 
classical in style, like designs on coins, but 
in the present century realistic portraits 
and ‘scenes have come into favour., The 
contrast between the old fashion and the 
new is well exhibited in Russian stamps. 
Before the Revolution Russian issues were 
distinguished by beauty and accuracy of 
printing, but their chaste, symbolic designs 
seldom changed. Since the Revolution 
Russia has produced an amazing variety 
of stamps issued by different governments 
or factions and vividly illustrating recent 
Russian history. For a time the Pol- 
sheviks attempted to maintain a free 
postal service and issued no stamps, but 
the effort failed, and then Soviet Russia 
began to excel the world in the dizzy 
variety of its philatelic issues. Mr. 
Frederick J. Melville reports that a Soviet 
department has been established, with a 
monopoly in trading with collectors, This

which the Soviet régime regards as having 
been lawfully issued in Russia, and has 
branded emblems not found in its index as 
illegitimate. Thus a simple hobby has 
proved to possess such economic and poli- 
tical importance as to necessitate super- 
vision by the State.

„FAST CRUISERS AND SLOW 
SPENDERS,” 


frou Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT, 
WHST MINSTER, Phursday. 

The Liberals this evening induced the Go- 
vernment to put down the Admiralty vote 
of £1,246,100, not so much in the hope of 
obtaining a pronouncement on the Ministerial 
Naval policy in regard to the building of new 
cruisers, as with the object of drawing atten- 
tion to the difficulty which the Cabinet seemed 
to have experienced in making up their minds 
on the subject. 

Sir John Simon, who moved the reduction 
of the vote by £100, did not profess to speak 
as a naval expert. He dealt with principles, 
and disclaimed any intention of disputing any 
expenditure on naval construction which was 
really essential to national safety. The real 
question was whether the. Government were 
preserving the country’s resources or spend- 
ing such sums in providing for distant and 
problematical risks. He was afraid that the 
Government were adopting the latter course, 
and he for one was not prepared to accept 
the proposition that some hypothetical peril 
justified the enormous expenditure which the 
House was being asked to sanction. 

t was a gross misuse of language to talk 
of the projected new cruisers as mere replace- 
ments. Oue might just as well say that it 
was a replacement when a worn-out Ford was 
discarded in favour of a. magnifi- 
eent Rolls Royce. He charged the 
Government with embarking upon a 
deliberate policy of raising the whole 
standard of naval expenditure and merely 
setting the pace for a new race in armaments. 
If this was, indeed, the fact, history might 
well record that the immeagurable sacrifices 
of the terrible vears of the war had been 
made in vain. 

Vice-Admiral Henniker-Hughan, the Conser- 
vetive member for Galloway, who rarely 
speaks except when the Navy is under dis- 
cussion, maintaired that an adequate naval 
force was of the utmost importance. No Air 
Force, however powerful, could protect the 
trade routes of the Empire, and the national 
safetv depended, in his opinion, upon the 
carrying out of the shipbuilding programme 
framed by the last Conservative Administra- 
tion. 

THE FLEET ORDER. 

Mr. Frederick Montague, the Labour mem- 
ber for West Islington, was concerned, not 
so much with the naval policy as with the 
Fleet Order, promulanies, as he said, on the 
very verge of a great industrial crisis. Were 
they really to understand that in the évent 
of an industrial disturbance the personnel of 
the: Navy would be used as strike. breakers! 
Commander Hilton Young,who has shown him- 
self to be one of the best and most convine- 
ing speakers on the Liberal benches, urged 
that a prima facie case had been made out 
for a reduction in naval expenditure. . The 
problem of reconciling the interests of naval 
security and those of national security was 
one which the Government ought to face. 
Certainly national security could not be 
secured without the most rigid economy. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald followed. When 
he rose there were seven Labour members 
in the House, but the interest taken in his 
speech raised the number of his followers to 
sixteen before he had been on his legs very 
long. He said that the question at issue was 
—Were we to pursue the policy of arming 
against prospective building by other 
nations, or were we to pursue a policy of 
inéernational disarmamert’ If the former, 
history would undoubtedly repeat itself; not, 
perhaps, in our lifetime. If the latter, the 
mentality which had been shown in the de- 
bate must vanish. Here was the Govern- 
ment, after nine months of office, three 
weeks before the end of the session, a fort 
night before the House parted with control 
of the finance of the year, dumb, its mind 
not made up, no policy settled, no supple- 
mentary estimate prepared. Somebody had 
blundered, somebody had mishandled. the 
situation, and somebody had to be punished. 

Lady Astor was all for the Navy, but she 
was also a convinced advocate of peace. To 
this end she besought the Government, in 
co-operation with the United States, to sum- 
mon another Disarmament Conference. 

MARS AND YOKOHAMA, 

Mr. Lloyd George spoke late in the debate. 
He began in a conversational tone, which 
was almost inaudible, but he warmed up 4s 
he proceeded, and most of his speech was 
delivered with all his customary vigour. His 
first word was a warning against gevern- 
ment by experts. He urged the Government 
to exercise common-sense, and not to delude 
themselves with the idea that it was possible 
to insure the nation against every possible 
risk. Such a course would inevitably lead 
to bankruptcy. —. the money would go in, 
insurance premiums; and there would be 
nothing left for household expenses. The 
Government were not justified in embarking 
upon Any scheme that was not necessary for 
national safety. : 

What was wanted at the present time was 
not fast cruisers, but slow spenders. Where 
was the peril which justified the building of 
new ships this year or next year’? There 
was a great difference between having á 
menace within thirty-six hours’ steaming of 
our shores and a menace which was—well. 
where? Was it Mars, or was it Yokohama? 

It was about time that the whole British 
Empire came and quite frankly said that if 
a cruiser fleet was wanted they would be 
willing to take a fair share of the expense. 
Too much had been left to the little country 
of England, which for centuries had fought 
the battles of civilisation without any grous- 
ng or complaint. 

Mr. Bridgeman confessed that he could 
not understand the Liberal point of view in 
asking for a debate, in view of the Prime 
Minister's undertaking to announce the Go- 
vernment’s decision on the new cruiser pro- 
gramme next week. Reverting to Sir John 
Simon's speech, he said that he felt much in 
the position of Laertes listening to Polonius. 
At the end of that parental lecture“ he had 
expected a “ tip” of one cruiser at least; 
but he had been disappointed. 

As to the Ford and Rolls-Royce comparison, 
what they were, in fact ,proposing was to 
replace a lot of old Fords by one or two 
Rolls-Royces. Other countries were building 
ships of post-war design, and if we neglected 
our duty, in the light of the experiences of 
the war, we should be courting another 
disaster like that of Coronel, in which speed 
and strength of armaments proved to be the 
dominating factors. 

The debate was adjourned. 

REPORTS OF DIVORCE CASES. 

In the Upper House, Lord Darling moved 
the second reading of the Judicial Proceed- 
ings (Regulation of Reports) Bill. He ex- 
plained that the bill dealt chiefly with the 
publication of reports of cases in the Divorce 
Court; but it also dealt with other matters. 
The evil had been long and widely acknow- 
ledged. The amount of detail published in 
regard to divorce cases had increased day by 
day, and was aided by the science of 
photography and moving pictures. Who could 
doubt that the familiarising of all manner of 
persons with these disgusting details was 
greatly to blame for the deterioration of 
— morals that was undoubtedly taking 
place? 

Under this bill every detail that it was 
necessary for the public to know in connec- 
tion with divorce cases would be allowed to 
be published. The bill p that any 
contravention of the Act should be followed 
by proceedings in a court of summary juris- 
diction. 

The Lord Chancellor agreed that the case 
for the bill was very streng. He Gas afraid 
that there was some trath in the statement 
that the discretion of the Press, which they 
had been accustomed to trust. was not in 
every case so carefully exercised to-day as it 
had been in the gé On the other hand, 
they must not forget that publicity was 
necessary to justice. He was convinced that 
some restriction of the present publication was 
desirable. 

The one bú London argued that there was 
an overwhelming case for State intervention.

THE MINING SITUATION. 
— —

The Cabinet held another meeting to- 
day to consider the coal situation, but 
there was little that was new to discuss, 
and the task of bringing about a settlement 
is left to Mr. Bridgeman, who now has 
been given a perfectly free hand. I 
mentioned last night that negotiations 
were still proceeding in spite of the 
apparent deadlock, and I learn that Mr. 
Bridgeman since yesterday has been in 
close touch with both parties to the dis 
pute, making a strong personal appeal to 
them to enter a conference without any 
If Mr. Bridge- 
man can accomplish this, he will have 
achieved wonders; for it will mean that 
the owners for the time being will put 
aside the terms they have repeatedly 
affirmed that they would never sacrifice. 
He has made a point to owners and miners 
alike that they will have to meet eventu- 
ally and that it might be as well to meet 
before a strike as after a stoppage of work 
It is quite possible that by to-morrow there 
will be a decided change in the mining 
atmosphere. 

The court of inquiry will meet to- 
morrow morning at the Institution of Civil] 
Engineers in Great George street, West- 
minster, and the public will be allowed to 
watch the proceedings. The court held a 
preliminary meeting this morning at the 
Ministry of Labour, but only for the pur- 
pose of considering questions of procedure. 
It is understood that evidence which has 
been carefully prepared is to be sub. 
mitted by the coalowners, although whether 
this will be done to-morrow is rather un- 
certain. The miners declare that they 
will take no notice of the court, but in 
Labour circles it is earnestly hoped that 
they will not continue in this attitude, 
since it puts them in direct conflict with 
public opinion.

Inquiry into Police Action. 


The main feature of the early proceed- 
ings in the House of Commons this after- 
noon was the announcement that the 
Government intended to set up an inde- 
pendent inquiry into the action of the 
police in the case of Major Sheppard, who 
was charged at a police court by a woman 
who made a mistake in identification. The 
matter has caused very strong feeling in 
many quarters, since it is alleged that 
Major Sheppard, who is a gentleman of 
the highest reputation, was subjected ta 
indignities which might have been avoided. 
The announcement that an inquiry would 
take place was made by the Home Secre- 
tary, who also said that Mr. Rawlinso 
the senior member for Cambridge, auld 
preside. A shower of questions imme. 
diately fell upon Sir William Joynson- 
Hicks, who, in reply, said that he had been 
unable to ascertain whether the inquiry 
would be a public one, whether the police 
would be represented, or whether the in- 
quiry would be confined to the narrow 
limits of the one particular instance now 
before ‘the House. He promised to make 
another statement later on when he had 
been able to secure further information. 


An Arabian Visitor. 


An interesting visitor expected in 
London to-day is Jaafar Pasha Al Askari, 
once the Premier of Iraq, and now King 
Feisal’s representative in London There 
is a stipulation in the Anglo-Iraq Treaty 
of 1924—the Treaty which replaces 
the mandate and _ incidentally was 
signed under the auspices of Jaafar 
Pusha's Cabinet—which allows the Iraqis 
to be represented in London. Little doubt 
exists that Jaafar Pasha is the ablest and 
most suitable man for this post; for he is 
liked by all the Britsih officials who have 
to deal with the Middle East. The 
British found him first duting the war 
fighting gallantly on the Turkish side. 
Upon his being taken prisoner the authori- 
ties becams so convinced of the genuine- 
ness of his activities in the eanse of the 
Arabs that they appointed him to com- 
mand some of the Arab forces. 


Re-Decorating the Lordo. 


The Royal Gallery of the House of 
Lords, for which Lord lveagh has offered 
a scheme of re-decoration at a cost of 
twenty thousand pounds, is a magnificent 
hall leading from the Royal Robing Room 
to the inner lobby of the House of. Lords. 
It is over one hundred feet long, paved 
with mosaics, and has a very handsome 
gilded ceiling, while some very fine pictures 
hang on the walls. When there is a State 
opening of Parliament the King and 
Queen pass through this hall, the pro- 
cession forming there, and awaiting the 
arrival of the Sovereign by the State stair- 
case. A series of platforms is arranged on 
either side for the accommodation of some 
two or three hundred well-known people 
who are admitted by order of the Lord 
Great Chamberlain. The scheme of 
decoration would be undertaken by Terd 
Iveagh in conjunction with the Lord Great 
Chamberlain and the Office of Works and 
would harmonise in the scheme of the wat 
memorial, which will be placed in the 
gallery. 


Boy Scouts as Pilgrims. 


On August 29th some four or five 
hundred Roman Catholic Scouts ars 
leaving England and Ireland for Rome. 
in order that the boys may share in tha 
benefits of the Papal Jubilee. The trip 
will be a section of one taken by Roman 
Catholic Scouts from all over the world, 
and it is expected that there will be a 
gathering of many thousands in the 
Eternal City during September. Ths 
British and Irish boys, before they start 
from London, will be given breakfast at 
the Pillar Hall in Victoria Station, and 
then will assist at High Mass at West- 
minster Cathedral. 


The Heat Waee. 


The heat in London to-day was tropica! 
after the hottest night experienced for 
years. For some hours this afternoon a 
pall of dark clouds hung over London, 
making the heat almost unbearable. The 
barometer has been falling slightly since 
Monday, but there is no indication of * 
break in the fine weather; for aeroplane 
observations show that the heat wave over 
Central and Southern England now er- 
tends to a height of several miles above 
the ground, and this helps to stabilise the 
fine weather and prevent thunderstorms.

PROBLEM OF DOUBT- 
FUL PAPERS. 


HE names of the new members of the 
Senate will not be known for a 
month or five weeks after the day of the 
poll. This was one of the several points 
mentioned by Dr. Lorcan Sherlock, the 
Dublin City Sub-Sheriff, when interviewed 
by an Jrish Times representative on the 
arrangements for the forthcoming Senate 
elections yesterday.

' POLLING ARRANGEMENTS. 


“ As soon as the Department of Local 
Government issue the proclamation fixing the 
polling day, said Dr. Sherlock. every Sheriff 

the Free State will make his preparations 
for taking the poll, just as he would in the 

ase of a Dail election. That is to say. 

the proclamation takes the place of the usual 
nominations from the Sheriff's point of view. 
The Sheriff will fix the polling places, appoint 
his presiding officers, get ana $ his stationery 
and ballot boxes.

THE FIRST PREFERENCES. 

When the poll is concluded the Sheriff 
will receive from his presiding officers the 
sealed boxes containing the ballot papers, and 
on the following morning he will proceed with 
the counting of the first preference votes re- 
corded for each candidate on the panel. 

When this is completed he will forward 
to Mr. Brown in Dublin, who will probably 
be appointed returning officer, the various 
parcels of ballot papers indicating the total 
number of first preference votes cast for every 
candidate. At the central election head- 
quarters in Dublin the first preference votes 
of every candidate cast in every constitutency 
in the country will be totalled, the number 
of valid votes declared, and the quota arrived 
at 

The count will then proceed from day to 
day, as in any ordinary election, until the 
candidates to fill the nineteen vacancies in the 
Senate are declared elected. jr 


DOUBTFUL: VOTES. 


The problem of doubtful. and invalid 
votes may cause some difficulty,” Dr. Sher- 
lock went on. “ Returning officers hold 
different views as to what constitutes a doubt- 
ful. or bad vote. My own practice is to 
siretch the law to its uttermost in an effort 
to declare valid every paper which indicates, 
from the marking of it, that an elector has 
taken the trouble to go to the polling booth 
and record his vote. But some returning 
officers take a somewhat narrow view, and re- 
ject many ballot papers which I would admit 
as valid. 

It has not yet been decided whether thé 
various Sheriffs are to declaré upon 
validity of doubtful papers, or whether they 
are to he submitted to headquarters in Dublin 
for consideration and decision. 

lt appears to me to be impossible -for 
Sheriffs to adjudicate. There must be some 
kind of consistency in dealing with doubtfal 
papers. This is a matter of vital importance 
in view of the size of the electorate and the 
large number of candidates. A large propor- 
tion of papers is certain to be inaccurately 
marked, and these should be dealt with by 
one central authority.

The decision of the coal merchants was 
reached in consequence of still another 
disagreement between members of the two 
unions to which these workers belong.

venience to the public, the coal merchants 
of Dublin recently gave notice to both 
unions that on the first repetition of this 
they would close their yards. The notice 
| was evidently without effect ; for members 
of the Workers’ Union withdrew their 
labour in two yards on Wednesday as a 
protest against the employment of mem- 
bers. of the LT. and G. W. Union. Two 
firms were involved, Messrs. Wallace 
Bros. took on four members of the I. T. 
and G.W.U., whereupon the members of 
the Workers’ Union ‘ downed tools. 
The four men continued at their work and 
discharged one of the firm’s boats. 

Messrs. Sheridan Bros. engaged three 
members of the I. T. and G. W. U., and 
here also the members of the rival union 
refused to work with them. 

This is the sort of thing that has been 
happening every other in the coal 
trade. The Coal Merchants Association 
considered the matter and décided, as 
stated, to close their yards until an under- 
taking is forthcoming that the members of 
the rival unions will work amicably. 

Some hundreds of dockers and carters 
are involved. No question of wages or 
conditions of service has been raised, the 
only trouble being the struggle for 
supremacy between the two unions. 
Meantime the community will be put to 
considerable inconvenience by this action, 
which has been forced on the coal 
merchants.

The training which children received in

A scheme of pensions for widows with 
children to support was outlined. It was 
calculated that it would cost £240,000 a 
year to provide every necessitous widow in 
the Free State wit! fifteen shillings a 
week and five shillings. in respect of every . 
child under 16 years of age. * 
Miss Cruise, founder of St. Patrick's Guild, 
Dublin, gave evidence of the work of the 
homes conducted by the Guild in Mountjoy 
square and Abbey street, Dublin. Those 
homes were for the confinement of mothers, 
the great majority unmarried, and for the 
children born to them. The class of girls 
e majority were general servants. Last 
year of the N chil 
only 35 were born im wedlock. ~ | 
chi that came. under her care were. 
boarded out into respectable homes. Nearly 
all of them had been adopted by their foster- 


parents. 

It cost £5,000 to run the homes“ About 
£1,000 was contributed by the Local Govern- 
ment De zent and about £2,000 by the 
parents E of the children.

mothers ‘reecived paid ten shillings a week: At

“The problem of the unmarried mothers,” 
said Miss Cruise, “is a very big one, but so 
far we in Ireland had closed our eyes to it.” 


THE DEATH RATE. 

In reply to M. Wyse Power, Miss Cruise 
said that in 1923 they boarded out 60 children 
in the country and in the city, the latter 
being the quite young children. In 1924 the 
boardings out were W in the country and 
106 in the city. The death rate in 1925 was 
seven in the country and 54 in the city. The 
lattér included children sent in from the 
country in a dying state. It also included 
children who had not been born in the home, 
but were taken in to die because their parents 
could not get them in anywhere else. 

Mrs. Wyse Power—Is it wise to take in 
children in a dying state’ 

Miss Cruise—I did not think so myself, aud 
I consulted Dr. Russell. His reply was— 
„Miss Cruise, always give a baby the 
chance.” In any case, the little ones are 
made comfortable before death. 

The death rate in 1924 was six in the 
country and 47 in the city. That again in- 
cluded the children taken inte the home to 
die. She was sorry to say that because of 
financial stringency she could not take in any 
more cases for a time. 

In reply to Mr. Corish, Miss Cruise stated 
that the children boarded out in the city were 
so delicate that people in the country, with 
no facilities for medical and nursing attention, 
would not take them. That would account 
for the higher death rate in the city. 

She added that something should be done 
for the education and training of mentally- 
deficient children during the period of waiting 


workers. In Liverpool University they had 
a School of Psychology, in which. such train- 
ing is given. 

INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS. 

Dr. T. J. Hennessy—Could you give us, 
from your experience, a comparison of the 
results of bringing up children in industrial 
schools and in the homes of foster-parents ’ 

Miss Cruise—I have met good results from 
both systems. Some of the children from in- 
dustrial schools have done very well, and there 
have been some great failures. A great many 
of the expectant mothers who come to me 
have been in industria] schools. 

Dr. Hennessy—Are not some of those 
mothers rea in industrial schools them- 
selves illegitimate ? 

Miss Cruise—Not so many. In all my years 
I have not met eight or nine such cases. 

Dr. Hennessy What do you think of the 
training in industrial schools? Would you 
say that they came out better equipped than 
if they were boarded out? 

Miss Cruise—The training should be better. 
It is too automatic; there is too much system, 
and the children are not prepared for the 
world. The great thing against the indus- 
trial schools is that the heart is not culti- 
vated in their young children. I am not 
against their taking children of nine to ten 
years of age. 

Miss Litster, Loca] Government Inspector 
of Boarded-out Children, gave evidence wh 
much the same lines as her colleague, Miss 
Fitzgerald Kenny, in favour of boarding-out. 


PENSIONS FOR MOTHERS. 

Mr. J. P. Dunne gave evidence on behalf 
of the Irish Mothers’ Pensions Society, which 
seeks to secure State pensions for necessitous 
widows with children under school-leaving 
age dependent on them. He said that it was 
a voluntary E organisation based 
on the principle that the home, under the 
care of mother, was the right place for 
the upbringing of the child.

Having sought the views of members of 
Chambers of Commerce throughout the 
country on the present. serious industrial 
position, Mr. Stanley Machin, President of 
the Association of British Chambers of 
Commerce, has written a letter to the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, in which he 
says that the many replies received confirm 
the gravity of the situatien. 

After setting forth the geweral opinion, 
Mr. Machin says:—The conclusions which 
have been arrived at are as follows: 

(1) National expenditure must be cut 
down, The Committee on National. Debt 
should be asked to report without delay. 
Fie A scheme for settlement of the Allied 
: btedness on a fair basis should be 


brought about. i 

(5) Local expenditure must be curtailed. 
A conference of the representatives of the 
local authorities might called, with this 
end in view. 

(4) Wages paid by local authorities should 
he brought into line with those paid by firms 
in the same locality to skilled and unskilled 
labour. 

(5) The conferences between coalowners 
and miners should be encouraged and sup- 
ported. 

7 Transport rates must be reduced. 

7) The country cannot afford any further 
curtailment of hours of work. A determined 
effort should be made to secure increased 
output, and thus reduce the cost of produc- 
tion. The system of granting a bonus on 
the amount of individual production to be 
encouraged. 

(8) Steps should be taken to deal with 
agitators on the same lines as those who 
ereate disaffection among loyal subjects. 

_ (9) The development of the Empire and 
its trade should receive the immediate con- 
sideration of the Government. 

(10) Greater inducements should. be 
offered to migrants within the Empire. 

(11) Development of Crown Colorties and 

Protectorates should be expedited, and all 
loans raised on their behalf in Great Britain 
should be conditional apon materials being 
obtained from within the Empire. 
Finally, says Mr. Machin, we are face to 
face with the question whether this country 
can maintain the present standard of living, 
in view of the lower standard existing in 
competing countries. Prompt and drastic 
steps must be taken in the above directions 
if we are to recover our position in the 
world's markets.

MOROCCAN WAR.

HE Free State Government's offer to

a result of the epidémic of fluke by ad- 
vancing £2 for every £1 subscribed to 
credit societies was keenly criticised yes- 
terday at a meeting of the National 
Executive of the Irish Farmers’ Union 
held at the offices, Fitzwilliam street, 
Dublin.

JURY’S VERDICT UPHELD.

APPEAL AGAINST AN INJUNCTION 


The hearing was resumed and concluded of 
the appeal brought by the defendant in the 
ease of Mulligan v. Corr from a decision of 
Mr. Justice Meredith, granting a perpetual 
injunction against him restraining him from 
practising as a solicitor in the town of Ballina 
or withm a radius of 30 miles from it.

SOME RECORD FIGURES. 

Some of the figures of this week's bank 
return establish records for several years’ 
past. Owing to-the heavy influx of gold from 
abroad the coin and bullion is £2,705,000 
higher at. the record total of £161,567,002, 
and as there was a contraction of £2,000,000 
in the note circulation the reserve is 
£4,762,000 up, at £38,168,422. This is the 
highest figure since October, 1916, when the 
reserve reached £38,237,000. The repayments 
of ways and means advances by the Govern- 
ment indieated a decrease of £6,500,000 iv the 
Government Securities; in spite of which the 
public deposits are £1,344, higher. There 
was 2 ease of £508,000 in the other 
securities. but owing to the addition to the 
reserve the decline in the private deposits 
is leas than £5,500,000, reducing that item 
to £115,229,000. The proportion of reserve 
to liabilities has risen nearly 44 to 29) per 
cent, which is the highest ratio since June, 
1916, when 31 per cent. was reached. Alto 
gether it is a very strong return.

THE LEINSTER HUNDRED. 


The Leinster Hundred, as the Leinster Club's

CATTLE. 
DUBLIN METROPOLITAN CATTLE, 
North Circular’ road, Thursday.—Supplies o 
stock on market this morning were slightly 
on the larger side of last week, but num- 
bers, all the same, continue to be over 1,000 
head i» each department under what might 
be reckoned our seasonahle weekly average 
offerings here. In point of character and 
quality the show of stack was again of gener. 
ally fough or poor déseription ; but, neverthe- 
less, in the curtailed’ volume of trade there 
was a sufliciency of suitable classes to cover 
requirements of both local and shipping 
buyers. Jvade ruled remarkably slow and 
uncertain all round, and prices continre to 
slip downwards. Cattle, so far 4s business 
went, may be written another 1s. to 2s. per 
cwt. cheaper; whilst sheep and lambs, more 
particularly the latter, were a good ós. to 5s 
per head lower to sell. A conspicuous feature 
of the market, too, was reflected in the hig 
carry-over of ansold stock in both depart- 
ments. As compared with this time last 
year, cattle ave figuring about ós. to 4s. per 
cat. under rates then current, whilst sheep 
and lambs ate now nearly on a level with 
last year’s quotations. It is generally stated 
by both butchers and dealers that at this and 
the other side of the Channel the consumptive 
demand for meat is at an unusually low ebb 
for the season. With regard to Canadian 
shipments for England, advices from Mon. 
treal this week show that about 1,950 head ol 
cattle have been embarked for Manchester, 
Liverpool and Glasgow. Prices are at a lower 
and depressed level, as there is a large supply 
of ripe-meated cattle to handle yonder, whilst 
freight, accommodation is altogether insuffi- 
cient to cope with the number available. Mon- 
treal spot prices are generally 25 cents, to 50 
cents. per 100 lbs. under last week's official

heifers. The earlier sales were at near par 
back to ls. and 2s. under last week s scale 
test, but subsequently a much more tedious 
trade had to be faced by sellers, and prices 
in the circumstances became uncertain, being 
practically on a get-Wwhat- xou-can sort of 
basis. For the earlier and choicer lots of 
heifers prices were around 52s. to 538. and 
occasionally 548. per ewl. ; exceptionally fancy 
cases 6d. to Is. per ewt. more. For the best 
run of bullocks and heifers terms were more 
around 508. to 528. per cwt., whilst really 
good, useful classes of hallocks were at from 
46s. to 48s. and 49s. per cwt. Storish and 
rough cattle were a negligible sale at uncer- 
tain biddings. For a few lots of nice, young 
country fat cows rates went from 40s. to 42s. 
and 44%. per cwt., but for beef cows from 
dairy yards ‘values were more within 
35s. to 36s, and 37s. 6d. per cwt. for best, 
and from 27s. 6d. to 33s. for old and wasty 
sorts. 

In the ovine section of market business 
proved of a decidedly tedious and discouraging 
nature, even the nicer qualities of wether 
sheep, which were none too plentiful, wege 
more cautiously bid for, and prices approsi- 
mated about J2\d. to lóáid. per Ib., faney 
qualities probably not standing huyers more 
than 14d. per Ib., sinking offal. For plainer 
classes of mutton terms were from 10d. to Ja. 
per lb., coarser sorts in proportion. These 
figures indicate a drop of about Zs. to ós. per 
head on the general run of sheep. A simi- 
lar depression was manifest in the lamb trade, 
and for best lots prices were from ‘2s. to, 
say, 62s., per head, although some fancy 
heavy-weights for the Isle of Man went up to 
Ws. and 72s. each; 638. was. “urely beaten in 
the main.
